adthital 1877, and Admiral ‘of the Fleot 1885. 
In 1847 be was employed in North America and 
the ‘West Indies in command of the Vizen, steam 
s'oop, until May. in the following ‘yaar, when 
ho was promoted for services at tho capture 
of Sorapique: During the war wih Russia he 
was iv command of the: Dauntless in_ the Baltio, 
and in the Mediterranean, and for his’ services 
in the war ho recaived the medal with clasp and 
the Turkish medal, and_the’ Medjidioh of tho 
Fourth Class, Ho was Comptroller-Goneral ‘of 
Coustzunrd from 1863 to 1866, and until his 
promotion to the rank ‘of Admiral was Naval 
Aido-Je-Camp to Her.
